Sir: May I draw attention to the 
way Imperial ex-servicemen are being 
treated and the hardships they are 
suffering in this country through their 
war disabilities which they contracted 
during the Great War? 


It seems when an Imperial ex- 
serviceman comes to Canada he is up 
against a stonewall in regard to pen- 
sion and medical treatment, and that 
there is officially no one who can 
interfere in his behalf—not even the 
Canadian Premier himself, owing to 
red tape of the Imperial Pension De- 
partment at Ottawa, which has full 
control over Canada and the United 
States in regard to smperial pensions. 

When an Imperial makes an applica- 
tion to Ottawa for pension, he is 
politely told, with paltry excuses, that 
he is not entitled to a pension under 
section so and so of War Pension Act 
or long-standing case, and so these 
officials at Ottawa are able to pass 
the buck to these Imperial ex-service- 


men, who find—-when they write to | 


the Pensions Department in England— 
that they are politely told to write to 
Ottawa, And thus these officials are 
able to pass the buck from one to an- 
other, and the Imperial is not able to 


turn to anyone who could help him in! 


his time of trouble. 

Even when he is sick and suffering 
through his war disability, and writes 
to Ottawa for free treatment, he is

NOTES FOR THE BEGINNER 

In a previous article on pelting we 
set the average dates for prime furs 
at from the 15th to the» 25th of 
November. It is possible that the 
later date will be closer to right this 
year; if the mild weather continues it 
may even be as late as the Ist of 
December. Don’t push your skinning 
until the hides show white on the 
whole of the flesh side. 

Mink and foxes show a decided dif- 
ference in their pelts when fully prime. 
The fur is erect and fluffy, each hair 
standing out by itself. On foxes the 
shoulders prime first, then the area of 
prime fur spreads both ways until it 
is all erect and fluffy. Don’t pelt any 
animal on which part of the fur is 
lying flat and close. This is often 
the difference between a first and 
a second grade pelt, 

If the weather remains mild it would 
be advisable to reduce the percentage 
of meat being fed to foxes to be 
pelted, and increase the cereals and 
vegetables to take its place; 65% 
meat should be sufficient. Too heavy 
meat diet will bring them prime too 
early considering the mild weather. 
Don’t change the diet on your breeders 


though. Anyone who is feeding a 
meat ration to mink would be well 
advised to reduce the percentage of

TRAVEL CLUB CONDUCTS 
ASSEMBLY PROGRAM 


On Friday afternoon, October 26, the 
Travel Club was responsible for the 
Assembly program and was fortunate 
in having Miss French from China as 
the speaker. Miss French has spent 
eight years in China in connection 
with the Christian Literature Society 


and is therefore well informed on the 


subject of China. Her talk was 
greatly enjoyed by all present. The 
tollowing is Miss French's speech in 
an abridged form: 


Talk on China by Miss M. L. French 


Miss French opened her talk by 
saying that China, sometimes referred 
to as the “Hermit Kingdom,” had an 
early civilization contemporary to that 
of Egypt. Writings on stones and 
boxes which have lately been dis- 
covered in Honan were written at the 
time King Tut was laid away in his 
tomb. 

In the seventeenth century Marco 
Polo, a Venetian, visited China and 
was very much impressed with her 
people. He stayed in China for 
period of seventeen years, travelling a 
great deal, He was so struck by the 
beauty of Hang Chow that he called 


it “Heaven Below.” Miss French at 
this point told of her trip to Hang 
Chow and described her visit there. 


From her description of it, one might 
easily attach the name “Heaven 
Below” to it. 
Miss French went on to say that 
the key of the social structure in 
China was the family, All family 
rights and rules are strictly observed, 
the oldest man, whether he is a grand- 
father or great-grandfather, being the 
head of the family. All members of 
the family are buried at the same 
place, known as their ancestral home. 
Although a member of a family dies 
thousands of miles away, his body is 


taken to this ancestral home for 
burial, 
Miss French then explained that 


the two great events in a Chinaman’s 
life are his marriage and his death. 
His death is even more important 
than his marriage. Thus funerals are 
spectacular affairs in China, Miss 
French's description of a Chinese 
funeral was much like a description 
of one of our carnivals. 

She then told something of the 
means of travelling in China, espe- 
cially in its cities. Single passengers, 
she explained, are conveyed about the 
streets in rickshas, pulled by Chinese 
coolies, In rougher sections of the 
cities, chairs fastened to poles and 
slung across the coolies’ shoulders 
are used,
